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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 24 and 26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 25 
recites a portable apparatus for water purification having a spirally wound flexible sealed 
microdischarge array within a water treatment chamber. The closest prior art of record, 
Ressler 768 teaches a microdischarge array within a water treatment chamber but fails 
to teach the array being flexible, the gas pressure being 1-2 atm or the array being 
spirally wound. Other prior art of record Eden '664 and Geusic '803 teach a flexible 
array and the gas pressure. Betterly '913 teaches a microdischarge array being in any 
number of shapes but does not teach a spiral configuration. It would not have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the 
spiral configuration. 

Claim 26 recites the additional limitation of the separation assurance means 
being stiffener rods.
